THE SWINE PLAQUE. 


Dr. Edwin Bt. Snow'a Description of tb* 
Symptom* of the Hog cholera. 


The following description, of hog 


cholera, prepared by Dr Edwin M. 
Snow, of Providence, B. I., for the De- 
partment of Ariculture in 1861, is as 
true now as it was then, and shows the 
disease has not changed any in a quar- 
ter of a century . 


Refusal of Food— This is the first 


symptom usually noticed by those who 
have the care of the animals, though, 
as will be seen hereafter, this symptom 
by no means indicates the beginning of 
the disease. The refusal of food, after 
it is first noticed, generally continues 
through the whole sickness, and food 
of every description is mostly refused. 


Great Thirst— This is constant and 


large quantities of cold water will be 
swallowed if it can be obtained. Even 
after the animal 'is unable to stand 
alone it will dunk cold water with 
eagerness 


After a time, the length ol which va- 


ries much, the animal begins to show 
signs of weakness; reels, staggers, and 
in attempting to walk often falls down. 


In most cases there is a diarrhoaa, 


with copious fluid discharges of dark, 
bilious and very offensive matters. In 
a few cases theie is no dinrrhoaa, but 
evacuation of haul, black balls; but in 
some of these cases the fluid offensive 
matter is found in the intestines after 
death 


In a few cases there is vomiting, but 


this is not often severe nor is it contin- 
uous for any length of time. 


The external appeal vnca of tha ani- 


mal is at first p iloi than usual; but 
towards the last of the sickness purple 
spots appear, first on the nose and 
sides of tlie head 
These extend along 


the sides and bolly, and between the 
hind legs, aftei which tlio animal soon 
dies. 


In many cases, peiliaps a majority, 


ulcers aio found on the different parts 
of the body. These weie particularly 
noticed on the outside of the lips and 
gums, and on the teet, and were often 
quite deap and excavated. In some 
cases these tilceis weie seen in the nos- 
trils, and in one case there were ex- 
tensive ulcerations iu the back part of 
the mouth, on the tonsils 


In some casos the legs are swelled, 


and the animal is lame, sometimes the 
ears and sides of the head are swelled 
and red, sometimes the eyes are sore 
and inflamed , sometimes swellings 
like carbuncles are seen; aud, general- 
ly, the glands neat the surface seem to 
be enlarged. 


In most cases the pulse is quickened, 


the breathing is liurned and difficult 
and there is much cough. But in some 
genuine cases there is no perceptible 
trouble with the lungs and no impor- 
tant sign 3 of disease are found in them 
after death 


The duration of the disease in fatal 


oases, after the first symptoms arc 
noticed, is extremely variable. 
We 


have seen some which have died with- 
in two 01 tlnee hours; others have 
lived many day* It is difflcult, how- 
ever, to fix the time of appearance of 
the first symptoms. The first noticed 
is usually the refusal of food, but it is 
probable, indeed it is certain, that the 
sickness is in pi ogress for a consider- 
able period befoie the animal refuses 
food. — San Franasco Cliromcte.

The occupants of tho 
adjoining room and the servants did not 
notice escaping gas yesterday or to-day. 
It is believed the young man has relatives 
residing in the vicinity of Argenta.

Death of the Venerable Elder 


David Kyle. 


Most people in Decatur, especially 


those who have been here any length of 
time, know the venerable gentleman who 
is the subject of this sketch, Elder David 
Kyle, who died last night at his home on 
Cerro Gordo street, alter a brief illness, 
and those who knew him could not fail 
to love and respect him for his unques- 
tioned integrity, his cheerful spirit and 
his gentle character. 


Mr. Kyle was born in Perry county, 


Pennsylvania, September 26, 1814. In 
early life he became a preacher in the 
Church of God, then a new denomina- 
tion, and spent the active years of his 
life in the ministry. He held numerous 
appointments in his native state, where 
he had a high reputation as a revivalist, 
and as an energetic worker in his chosen 
profession. He removed to Decatur in 
1854, and for a number of years thereaf- 
ter remained in the active ministry, 
preaching at some of the most important 
appointments in the Illinois Eldership, 
but a serious accident which happened 
10 him at Mt. Carroll some years ago 
crippled him, and the infirmities of ad- 
vancing years admonished him that his 
pulpit days were over. He settled in 
Deoatur and passed his remaining years 
in the quiet enjoyment of the fruits of a 
well spent life. He leaves a widow and 
one daughter, Mrs. Josie Bowman. 


Elder Kyle was a man of earnest con-

How • New York Girl SUglit Have Worn 


Hit Nume But by Disappointing Him 
Changed 
Bis Careei—A tetter from 


tlie Great Kiplorcr. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


NEW York, Jan. 28.—The recent reports 


of the complete success of Henry It Stanley, 
the African explorer, who but a little while 
ago left the lecture field in the United States 
to take command of an expedition Cor the re- 
lief of Emil Bey, another African explorer, 
surrounded by savage tribes iu the wilds of 
"the Dark Continent," recall a number of 
incidents that are not generally known m 
connection with his remarkable career. 


It will bo remembered that after discover- 


ing Dr. Livingston in Novonril»-r, 1871, Stan- 
ley visitetl New York. It was not, however, 
under conditions gratifying tonirian who, in 
the face of great hardships, had performed a 
marvelous mission and earned the praisa of 
the civilized world. His reception by his 
own countrymen was comparatively cool. A 
portion of the press either belittled or doubted 
his achievement, and more than one of the 
New York papers ridiculed the young re- 
porter as an arrant humbug, notwithstand- 
ing the tangible evidence that ho brought 
direct from Livingston in his far away hut 
in Ujjigi. To most of the members oven of 
The New York Herald staff, he was n 
stranger, because having served the paper as 
its special correspondent in Spain and Abys- 
synla and elsewhere, ha bad been absent from 
the country for a number of years. 


When Stanley arrived, therefore, he was 


was met by only two or three of The Herald 
' 
ow 


to enougn that he met failure, «nd, dis- 
gusted with the apathy of his countrymen, 
shortly afterward went to; Europe, where, 
with the king of the Belgians for a patron, 
capital flowed in upon him, and he was ena- 
bled to proceed on his voyage of discovery 
and commercial development. 


His success in establishing trading stations 


on the Congo and elsewhere is one of the 
marvelous achievements of the century, tha 
results of which it is not lor mortal to pro- 
diet. We only know that other flags now 
fly where our own should have been planted, 
and that a little army of missionaries, mer- 
chants, telegraph and railway men are in the 
van of a European undertaking, and are 
gathering the fruit that ought to have fallen 
into the hands of the Americans, to whom 
the pioneer made his first appeal 


It is possible that Stanley was piqued in 


another way. When he went abroad he ei- 
pected to return within a year and take his 
bride. 
He had been absent scarcely six 


months when the news reached him that she 
had married another. To men with his in- 
tensely earnest nature such a shock is an 
affliction that sometimes changes the current 
of their lives, and those who knew him best 
predicted that he would not return to Amer- 
ica-nntil be came crowned with laurels which 
even kings would be proud to wear. 


Recurring to the reports of Stanley's death 


that were recently published, the following 
extracts from a letter sent to the writer of 
these lines may be interesting as an indica- 
tion of some of the difficulties which he was 
encountering at the period of its date. He is 
writing prior to the departure of the present 
expedition from Lake Victoria Nyanza, vil- 
lage of Kagebyi, county of Usukuma, cen- 
tral Africa, and among other things says: 


"lam, as it were, folded around by work 


and driven on by haste lest a century fly by 
before the completion of my task. Speke and 
Grant returned from Africa before they had 
performed as much as I have already done, 
and received great honor.

suits that ho retired From o .photograph, 1879. 
from the field disheartened and disgusted 
with humanity generally. 


Financially, he was independent. James 


Gordon Bennett and Mr. Levy, of Tho Lon- 
don Telegraph, having paid him liberally for 
bis services and au income being assured 
from tho sale of his work, "How I found 
Livingston," he could rest in idleness for sev- 
eral months. During this period an event 
occurred which, perhaps, had much to do in 
influencing his subsequent career. Ho fell 
in lovo. The lady belonged to a wealthy 
family, in which ho was always.made to feel 
more or less at home, was refined, handsome, 
romantic, and after a brief courtship she 
plighted to him her hand and heart. It was 
agreed, however, that the marriage should not 
take place until his return from a second trip 
to Africa, which he contemplated for com- 
mercial purposes, and believed would lay tbe 
foundation for a vast fortune that would 
enable him thereafter to servo mankind in a 
far moro important way. 


It was o rose colored time in Stanley's life, 


and his day dreams were 1'ull of castles in 
Spain. Chief among them was a project for 
building somewhere in the suburbs of New 
York what he facetiously used to say would 
be his "rookery." Tho mansion itself was to 
bo peculiar in construction—a species of cos- 
mopolitan bric-a-brac—while the grounds 
wero to be occupied by tho counterpart of an 
African tombe, with.its adjacent huts similar 
to those in his eamp nt Ugigi. This he desig- 
nated "The don of Bohemia," where his 
Irlends wero to como aud make merry nt 
their own sweet will with littlo Kaloola, his 
African servant, as their Ganymede. The 
remainder of tho establishment was planned 
in his imagination with similar originality, 
ftud man never enumerated tbe products of a 
female fowl before they went through the 
process of incubation with greater enjoyment 
t ban did this young hero in contemplating his 
plans when they should become ripe. 


Stanley's most important scheme, however, 


in these hours of ease, and one to which his 
best energies were now devoted, was the or- 
ganization of a company of American capi- 
talists for the purpose of developing a trade 
with central Africa, something after the sty le 
of the East India company, and securing the 
vast stores of ivory, gums, oils and other ar- 
ticles with which experience had made him 
familiar. The project was fully mapped out, 
and, as demonstrated by his figures, only in- 
volved au expenditure of about $100,000 cash. 
Of this amount ho proposed to invest of his 
mm money i-10,000, aud tho remainder he ex- 
pected Ui wo uro from three or four wealthy 
merchants of the city. 


As explained to friends, his first step after 


returning to England would bo to construct 
a small steamer that cjuld be taken apart 
and transported overland, if necessary on tho 
shoulders of Ills carriers, together with a 
number of light but capacious carioes for 
freighting purposes. At tho same time he 
would begin tbo construction of a substan- 
tial storehouse at the mouth of tbe river 
flowing from the interior, iu which to deposit 
the goods brought down by the expeditions, 
aa well as supplies for trading with tbo na- 
tives. This depository, as well as tbe boats, 
was to lie thoroughly armed for defense iu 
case of attack, and bo tho base and medium 
of operations. Stanley also stated that the 
merchants iu Zanzibar and England were 
eager for tbe consummation of the plan, and 
that tho first experiment, with its immense 
profits, would not only repay tbe outlay, but 
iuduco tho prompt enlargement of tho origi- 
nal capital to an unlimited extent. 


In furtherance oi this mission, accompa- 


nied by tho writer, tho man who was des- 
tined to become the avimt courier of the civ- 
ilization of central Africa carried his project 
to a number of gentlemen, who, by reason of 
their public spirit, wealth and nature of 
business, would, bo believed, encourage bis 
enterprise, but in not a single instance did he 
receive more than a coldly courteous consid- 
eration. The criticisms ot the press had done 
their work, and instead of tt man imbued 
with n, grand idea, in the consummation of 
which they might have taken part, they 
saw, as they funded, only a Utopian schemer. 


Stanley was by no means a magnetic talker 


with mere acquaintances, and whether he 
lacked utho gift of gab" on this occasion, or 
his figures wuro not eloquent, or tbe under- 
taking appeared visionary mid impractica- 
ble, are matters now oi little moment. It 


hurry to receive honor before three-fourths 
of my work is complete. To find so much as 
I have douo of the sources of tbe Nile has cost 
the lives of two European employes and 
nearly 100 soldiers of Zanzibor, a number of 
dead which exceeds the total force of the ex- 
pedition with which I discovered Livingston, 
•if generals estimate their victories by their 
dead and wounded, you may in a measure 
understand how I estimate this dear bought 
victory over savage hostility and disease. I 
had 347 men when I left Zanzibar I I have 
now but 100 alive. Eighty-nine men deserted 
en route bore, and the rest were either killed 
in battle or perished by disease. Supposing 
such a loss awaits me between here and 


CUEANING^JHE STOVE.

A nicely-polished, well-kept stpv« u 


an attractive piece of furniture in »njr 
house. It may not be of the Jatost 
style or pattern; indeed, it maybe M 
bldJashioned as it will, yet, if cared 
for properly, it will present ^mooU 
better appearance than an Ul-kept, 
neglected range of the latest style. To 
be sure, it is not expected that the BWT« 
or range should be without speck or 
spot on ite surface all the time, for that 
would be a very foolish expectation, a» 
the neatest housewife with much cook- 
ing to do could not keep it in this con- 
dition. There is an old saying to the 
effect that in a house where the stove 
is kept highly polished at all times 
there is very little cooking done. How- 
ever true this may be, certain it is that 
where there is much cooking to do ft 
stove can not be kept as bright and clean 
as where It is less used for this purpose, 
although it can be kept looking nice 
enough for anybody by a little care 
each day. 


Once a week is often enough to give 


it a thorough cleaning, and this, with 
a little attention during the week, will 
keep it looking as clean and nice as 
any person could wish. The first thing 
to be done before applying the polish 
is to see that the stove is clean. With 
an old knife scrape off all superfluous 
matter from the stove, and brush oft 
into the dust-pan. 
Scrape from the 


oven all the burnt matter caused by 
the running over of pies and puddings, 
and brush it thoroughly out. 
If the 


top of the stove is very greasy it should 
be wasfced thoroughly in warm soap- 
suds, and wiped with a dry cloth. It 
the time can be given to it, it is much 
better to wipe both top and hearth of 
the stove, or any part of it that needs 
it, and it will polish much easier. The 
next thing to be done is to put on the 
hands a pair of old, loose-fitting gloves, 
and never on any account polish a stove 
without them. No matter how care- 
fully you may handle .brush and black-

"Disease we cannot fight very well, but my 


men are now veterans, inured to toil and 
hardship. Disease makes aa much havoc 
with raw African expeditions aa with raw 
European armies. Smallpox was tho curse 
of my first expedition, but at Bagayamo I 
vaccinated about 300 of my men and thought 
myself sufu. Dysentery, however, has stepped 
iu, and I believe has killed more men 
than tho smallpox would have done. The 
evil humors of men's bodies will out some- 
how, and if men must die, one mode of death 
is as good as another. 
Many a gallant fel- 


low, however, has been swept away whom I 
could ill spare. 


"My estimation of my soldiers has in- 


creased tenfold. I know exactly how much 
I can do with them and whero t joir weakness 
lies. If surrounded in camp they will Dght 
like lions, but if attacked suddenly they soon 
become panic stricken and ily. It is only 
such a genius ns Mirambo, however, that 
knows the value of a sudden surprise. Other 
hostile chiefs seek us in our camp, where the 
men are lessoned with what they have to ex- 
pect and are ordered out to fight. 


"I honor Mirambo, though he is a murder- 


ous villain; but his genius and tactics, his 
sudden surprises and judgment, point him 
out as a remarkable man. But lately.he has 
been punished severely where we came off 
victors, i mean in Ituru. Ho attacked a 
neighboring tribe with which we fought and 
was cut off almost to a man. He has since 
returned to Unyamwezi to prosecute the war 
against the Arabs. One hears of Mirambo 
everywhere. He seems to be ubiquitous. I 
met his ambassadors at the court of Uganda 
suing for peace with Mtesa. In Ugogo, 700 
miles from Uganda, we met his skirmishers 
going to war with a small tribe near Mlcha- 
lala. Here, close by, is Urmia. He is now 
coming iu person, it is said, to lay waste this 
part of Africa. 


"While we were marching through Usu- 


kumu to the lake, his warriors were not a 
day's journey off on our left flank, warring 
with Samui and Usanda, so that Mirambo 
has become a bugbear to all this land* 
Mothers still thoir infante' cries with hi« 
dread name; young lads emulous of great 
deeds fan-their growing courage by singing 
at night of his wars, and work themselves 
into a delirious frenzy, and elders nit under 
the trees in the village square aud converse 
in whispers concerning the reports heard oi 
him. Indeed I shall be glad when I put some 
broad countries between my camp and his. 
\Ve shall then be able to travel with greater 
peace, for wherever WB go we are taken for 
Mirambo until loag and tedious explanations 
have dissipated tho alarm of tho natives. 


"But my letter, which purposed to convey 


to you only thoughts of my friendship, hat 
gone at random over some pages, aud lest you 
charge me with being tedious I here closa it, 
subscribing myself. Your friend sincerely,

The Cntftwba Indiana. 


Chief Harrison, of the Cntawba Indians, of 


York county, S. C., was in Columbia re- 
cently on business for the tribe. The unfor- 
tunate red men are in a bad condition. The 
tribe has dwindled to eighty-two members, 
and their reservation, originally many thou- 
sand acres, is now something less than 700 
acres. 
Tho Indians have leased tracts of 


laud to white people, and it is probable that 
many of these leases will expire in a few 
years. Whether the Indians will be able to 
regain possession of their lands after they 
have been occupied by white families for 
half a century and upward is a question. 
The Indians have petitioned the governor to 
have certain lawless white men ejected from 
their lands. They also ask that their chief, 
Harrison, be made the agent for their tribe, 
instead of paying a white man $100 a year 
out of their appropriation to act as their 
agent. The tribe is in destitute circum- 
stances.—Chicago News.

Some blacking 
admit* going all over the stove first, 
when it is wet, and polishes better 
when thoroughly dry, while other kinds 
must be rubbed when slightly damp, 
for 11 left until thoroughly dry, it will 
not polish at all, and have to be re- 
blacked. With the latter kind of black- 
ing only a small part of the stove 
should be gone over at one time, so 
that it may not get too dry. 
If a brush 


is to be used in polishing, cover mouth 
and nose so as not to inhale the dus» 
that is sure to arise from the vigorous 
use of the brush. A brush does, to bo 
sure, give a nice gloss to the stove, bnl 
most women do not care for this, claim- 
ing that spoU show much quicker on a 
glossy surface than on a duller one. 
A woolen cloth, is much better to use 
than a brush to polish the stove, for it 
makes but very littlo dust and gives 9 
softer gloss to the surface of the iron, 
which is much nicer than a high pol- 
ish. 
A person with weak lungs should 


never vise a brush 
for this work,

and ammonia to tho consistency of 
cream, and dip the cloth in it.

Around some rangos are bands of pol- 
ished iron, which many think are 
nickel. These can be cleaned with 
both brick and soap. Dampen a cloth 
and rub it on a piece of soap until 
there is a good lather, then dip into 
some powdered bath brick, and rub 
the iron briskly. Polish with a dry 
cloth. Some women.-when blacking » 
stove, blacken, the inside as well as the 
outside of the oven, claiming that it is 
very little trouble, and it is kept in 
better, order than if merely brushed. 
Others will not do this work, not on 
account of the trouble, but they claim 
that whatever is cooked in it might 
taste or smell of the lead dust. 


A stove cleaned once a week in this 


way may be kept looking nice all the 
week by wiping it ovc? after dinner 
each day, first with brown paper, then 
with a dry woolen clott. kept for this 
purpose. If there are many grease 
spots, which is usually the case whero 
frying has been done, rub them over 
when the stove is cool with a little 
blacking, and polish with a dry cloth. 
—Boston Budget. 


—You will save yonr horse the pain 


of a sore mouth if you will always dip 
the bit in a bucket of cold water before 
putting it in his mouth. This "takes 
the frost out" of the bit 
If you want 


to know what would happen if you did 
not do this, put your tongue against 
the bit after it shall have been hanging 
all night in a zero temperature. You 
will not take it away "as easily as you 
will put it there, and* when yon shall 
get loose you will leave a piece of skin 
behind. If the bit be put in cold water 
first this will not happen.—Troy Times,
